Is weaker, with reported sales below 11 
cents, though lead Is higher. Uncertainty 
about freights, labor, crops and finances make 
the Iron trade gloomy. Prospects of troubto 
with the Amalgamated association sustains the 
present demand for flnishod products, and 
higher freight rates raise prices of pig nit to 
the advantage of the sellers. Structural milts 
are yet ytott employed, but at prices which ye- 
turn scanty proltts. In tbe' shoe trade there 
are tower orders for tho fall than usual, though 
shipments are stUD largo. In men's woole&s, 
country merchants are in trouble with cloth- 
lers, who send back goods ordered apparently 
to get them at lowar prices. The demand for 
fancy worsteds is bettor, and the dress- 
Roods market, tbough very Kick- for soroo 
weeks past, Is stronger. Exports ot products 
fall below lost year's In value, ana there la 
much withdrawal of money loaned lu this coun- 
try on foreign account. Tho fact that 15.000,000 
of such loans mature within tho next week 
leads to tho expectation of further exports of 
gold. Money on call, however. Is somewhat 
advanced, but there Is strong complaint of dif- 
ficulty In getting commercial loans. 


The business failures during the past seven 
days number, for ttie United States. 238; Can- 
ada, g|; totul, 250, as compared with 273 last 
week and £47 the week previous to the test. 
For tho corresponding week of last year tho 
figures were 307.

WILSON CAPTURED. 


The Bold Train Bobber Discovered 


at Lebanon, Mo, 


AID ARRESTED BY DETECTIVE LULL 


Handed Over to the Officer by His Fa- 


ther, He Makes a Confession, and 


Say* He Will Plead Guilty 


to the Robbery. 


St. Louis, June a.—Samuel A. Wil- 


son, who is suspected of being the lone 
robber who held up and robbed the 
Pacific ExprcHs car attached to the 
west-bound Missouri Pacific train near 
Pacific, Mo., on the night of May 24, 
was captured at a late hour last night 
near Lebanon,' Mo. Lebanon is Wil- 
son's home, as his parents and wife, 
who are respectable, people, reside near 
that point, his father being a farmer. 


Since the perpetration of the bold 


robbery a half dozen or more detec- 
tives have been scoui-ing the entire 
western country in search of Wilson, 


being suspected ot the robbery. 


The enuse ot suspicion falling on him 
was that a few days after the rob- 
bery, and near the scene, was found a 
valise by a Missouri Paoiiic engineer. 
This valise when opened WUB found to 
contain a lot of clothing and papers 
bearing the name of 8. A. Wilson, 
tie answered the description of the lone 
robber, and furthermore as be hod 
been implicated in an attempt to rob a 
train before, all things compiled to- 
gether, it was deemed advisable to get 
hold of him and maJtc him explain 
where he was on the night the train 
was robbed. 


Wilson woe finally located at the 


home of his father, who handed him 
over to Detective Lally, of St. Louis, 
who wiil bring him to this city in aday 
or two.

At a few minutes before two o'clock a 


urge body of men on foot, three abreast, 
umbering about one hundred, came to- 
ur J the jail from the tast on Wood 
treet.

[one ot them wore masks, and thera 
•ere many in the party who were armed 
ith double-barreled shotguns, rifles rfi- 
olvers and oorn-kums. Many long oil- 
loth eoata were worn, and nearly every 
.an bod his hat .drawn down over hie 
oiehead. 
There were ulso about 20 


onng men on horaebaelt. Some were 
mere boys, who appeared nervous and 
suited. They did not dismount. Fre- 
oently they rode swiftly past the j«l to 
»court house comer and down back 
t the jail. They 
were evidently de- 


ailed for scant uaty, to see that the 
egro was not spirited oat of the jail to a 
lace of safety. The leaders of the party 
roceeded direct to the side entrance to 
IB jail, and on thejplatform of the steps 


were placed men with gnne and oornknivea 
o prevent the entrance of any psr y who 
might attempt to interfere with seekers 
or the life of the negro. The first door 
roken open was the outer aide door 
eading into the office. A blow or two 
mode it ily book, and in rushed the mob. 
'here were no guards in eight and the 
nvaders met with no resistance. It was 
ben learned that inside the mam corrl- 
or of the jail, close to the prisoners, 
here were about sixteen special guards 
commanded by Deputy Sheriff Hidkiff. 


'he guards had locked the doable iron 
oors and had taken the keys with them. 
The mob had 
come prepared to 


ireak open the doors. They had heavy 
ledge hammers, crow-bars and piokci 
nd they used them industriously. With 
he hammers a large holu was beaten 
tie right outer door, near ' the binge. 
'be clanging sound of the blows could be 
[ward at the Hotel Brunswick corner, 
and with nearly every blow there waa a 
bout from the crowd in the street 
'inally the hole not more than four 
nohes in diamater waa made. 
A crow- 


>ar was inserted, and the door at the 
central crack was pried open. That was 
he fire* break. The clasp of the lock of 
he inner barred door was broken, 
and 
that 
door 
swung 
inward 


o admit about twenty-five men who 
rushed in and ;by superior numbers 
iverpowered the guard*, who did not ei- 
poet the door to give way at the time it 
did. There were no blows exchanged, 
and not a shot was fired. In a few min- 
utes, by using the sle Jge hammers and 
abiselg, the inside bars were broken and 
the eliding doors admitted the men who 
lad come after Bush. The negro was on 
the east aide in an upper call The first 
cell reached by the leader was that in 
which John Caldwell, a colored man, was 
seated with a 'lighted candle at his 
aide. Csldwell, being in the first cell 
felt that possibly he might be mistaken 
for Bush, and so be took the precaution 
to have a candle. Ha did not want to 
suffer fur Bash's crime. 
Fortunately 


the leader of the mob knew Ooldwell 
and he promptly stated to bis oompan- 
ions that Oaldwell should be let alone. 
Daldwell'a candle, was taken to light the 
way to Bush's cell. Hu was found in n 
mon»nt,buiing under a mattress. He was 
stark naked, and was shaking with fear 
He waa pnlleJ ont, and hustled down 
to the corridor and ont of the jail at the 
aide door. Progress iras slow, but the 
people pressed backward to allow the 
custodians of the negni to reach the mid 
die of the street/ Repeatedly ehonta 
went up, and there ware oriea of "Hang

street. In a tew momenta there waa

iven a boost. Another pull at the rcpe 
nd the oairiage moved off, letting Bush 
angle in the air, part of his naked body 
winging above the heads of the people, 
'he knot of the noose was not under the 
ear, but at the back of the head. It was 


plain case of slow strangulation, and 
eath resulted within 12 minutes.

Wtile the pounding at the jail door 
as in progress, Marshal Mason, aoeotn- 
anied by Officers Dampsey and Muth- 
repangh {made t> rush for the jail, 
hey got in through the offioe door, Ma- 
on led the way. In the name of the law 
le commanded the men to stop and dis- 
eres. The only answer Mason got was 
rush at him by several men who foro- 
ily pjeoted him. He was pushed down 
le steps, and as he was going som» fel- 
ow kicked him on the etomach, tba kick 
wing him considerable pain and OHUS- 
ug illness. Ilia policemen were pushed 
ut with thioats of violence. Tue man

Having 
succeeded in this, and in doing so having 
at the same time blunted their eenaibili- 
tiee and respeot tor law, they undertook 
to regulate the general moral* ot the 
community by tone, and scores ot people 
who baa applauded and justified its first 
act themselves became the victims ot the 
mob that now bad reached a point where 
they utterly disregarded law and wen no 
longer moved by the prompting* ot 
mercy. Soon, by the killing of certain 
men, communities divided into two 
bands, and men suspected ot belonging, 
or being in sympathy with the opposi- 
tion faction, wen called out of their 
residences and shot down, or were 
dragged out by force and killed in cold 
blood. Thus the mob spirit, which waa 
natified by many in ita first impulse, 
ranetormed men who wen once houor- 
ble Citizens into masked demons, who 
rode the country at night taking human 
life on the least pretext.
